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Trade pact zips through House 


WASHINGTON — The House 
Tuesday laid aside the partisan- 
ship that has dominated debate the 
lost two years and gave a big bi- 
partisan cri^rsemcnt to a world 
trade agreement on its lost vote of 
the 103rd Congress. 

By a 288 to 146 vote, the lame- 
duck meeting of the Democraiic- 
conirolled House sent President 
Clinton’s legislation to implement 
an expanded General Agreement 


for a final vote Thursday. A ma- 
jority of Democrats and Republi- 
cans supported the trade pact. 

Republicans splii*bettcr than 2 
to I in favor of the pact. 121 to 
56, while Democrats came close 
to that margin. They voted 167 to 
89 for it. Rep. Bernard Sanders (I- 
Vt.)was oppo.scd. 

A majority of Republicans also 
supported NAFTA, but it was op- 
posed by most House Democrats

Students 
may draft 
sentences

Valley might soon he .sentenced by a juiy 
of their peers. • 

Education and law enforcement oiTieials 
are working with area attorneys to set up a 
youth court system in the area. Karen Mc- 
Carthy. an uitomey with Idaho Legal Aid 
Services, said Tuesday. 

“We want to help, gel smdeitis involved 
in the judicial sy.stcm," she said. 

Youth courts exist nationwide, and have 
received favorable response in Boise tind 
Idaho Falls, McCarthy .said. 

With a youth court system, a minor ac- 
cused of an alcohol or tobacco infraction 
has the option to have his or her case dealt 
with in the regular court sy.siem, or in the 
youth court. Thu offender must admit guilt _ 
in order to go through the youth court, 
which does not decide the guilt or inno- 
cence of the defendant; it only, decides on 
the appropriate sentence - usually some- 
thing related to the crime. 

“For a smoking offense, for example, 
the sentence might be donating hours to a 
cancer ward," McCarthy said. “We'd try 
connecting the offense with the puni.sh- 
raen'i.’’ 

In a youth court system, junior high and 
high school-agcd youths would volunteer 
to serve ns jurors and aiiomeys. supervi.sed 
by local judges and attorneys. 

“Tlicrc will be a real judge who pre.sidcs 
over youth court," said Murcia Lanting. 
student assistance program and drug edu- 
cation coordinator for the Twin Falls ^ 
School District. “Thu kids will deal with ' 
real charges." 

An offender who opts to have his case 
-'heard in youth court can only go through 
the court once, and if all stipulations of the 
sentence arc fulfilled, the offense is re- 
moved from the minor's record. Laming 
said. 

“The .system is meant for early interven- 
lion," Lanting said. “With peers tolling 
these kids, ‘It’s not cool what you're do- 
ing,' then the chances of them .stopping are 
, greater." 

McCarthy said one of the program's ad- 
vantages is that it involves youth.s more 
closely with judicial processes. 

■ "Kids don't see connections in what 
they do and their punishments." she said. 
"Usually, the .system takes too long.” 

Lanting said the project has been in ilie 
works for two years now, but the hopes for 
an all-volunteer program have fallen 
through. After receiving a gram from the 
Idaho Oepurtmenl of Hculth and Welfare 
as part of its substance abuse prevemion 
program, the school district is offering a

Ifthc technique is proved effective, it could save millions of dollars 
and Sparc hundreds of thousands of women the pain and scarring that 
con accompany biopsies, said the researcher, Dr. Iraj Khalkhali. 

The tcchniquc.was.90.pcrccnt occuratc in identifying breast canccr_ 
in women.whosc mammograms raised a suspicion of cancer, 
Khalkhali and colleagues reported at a meeting of (he Radiological 
Society of North America. 

Breast cancer gene may be hard to detect 

NEW YORK — Studies suggest it may be difficult to develop a 
reliable test to determine which women carry a dangerous form of a 
newfound breast cancer gene, a researcher says. • 

"I think women may be faced with more uncertainty than perhaps 
(hey would like in a test like this because of the difficulties in doing 
the test,” said researcher Dr. Barbara Weber of the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

Women who carry a flawed version of the gene, BRCAI, run a 
higher risk ofbrcost cancer. 

The fastest screening test now available found eight flaws in the 
gene in people from SO families where a mutated BRCAI gene was 
suspected, Weber and colleagues reported in the December issue of 
the Journal Nature Genetics.

“He's been more conservative on monetary policy 
than the Republicans, and probably more conservative 
on fiscal policy than Republicans," said David Wyss, 
economist at DRI/McQraw Hill in Lexington, Moss. 
“Basically, Clinton is a new Democrat, a pro-business 
E)cmocrat.” 

When he faces a Republican Congress in January, 
the president won’t be as out of tunc with the GOP os 
many think. His main objection is the “Contract with 
America" pushed by House Republicans led by Rep. 
Newt Gingrich of Georgia. 

Clinton holds to the traditional Republican view that 
the "Contract'! would increase the dcficiL 

His economic conservatism will serve him in good 
stead in his battle with the likely new speaker of the 
House. Clinton will challenge Gingrich to. show how 
he would finance tax cuts with spending reductions.

li-shouting-Yess!”? 

Well consider this: According to the 
dominant religious tradition in this coun- 
try, it is not unUkely that the late depraved 
serial murderer is now in for nicer sur- 
roundings than the Columbia Correctional 
Institution in Portage, Wis. We’re talking 
heaven here, fblks - haqi city, robe town, 

. golden slippcrville. 

“I'm sure if there is a hell, .there's a 
place of special honor there for Jeffrey 
Dahmcr now,” said program host Al Lem- 
qron'talk radio WL$-AM, whleh was cel- 
ebration central Monday aflemoon. 

Bui while it is a pleasant thought for 
some to imagine Dahmcr wailing and 
gnashing his t^eth for eternity as he is 
flayed with scourges and gnawed upon by 
'~on^ mtiles in the sulfbrous pit of unre- 
lenting darkness, constant noise, suiTocat- 
ing crowds and inescapable heat that com- 
. prise hell in its most gothic incarnations, 
Christian doctrine suggests he may not be 
there at all. 

In May, Dahmer was dipped in a prison 
whirlpool and baptized, at which time he 


reportedly asked God to forgive him for 
his sins. His conversion was the result of a 
-Virginia woman having sent him a Bible — 
as well os Christian study materials, and - 

Dahmer’s stepmother said in TV inter- 

views after he was fatally'bludgconed 
Monday morning while cleaning a prison 
bathroom that he had no lon;^er feared 
death, “in fact he welcomed it." 

It’s impossible for us to judge the sin- 
cerity of Dahmer’s conversion or of the 
many.penitent, regret&l. statements he 
made, but the welconimg of death, the ac- 
ceptance of the grave not as an end but a 
beginning, is consistent with a belief in 
one of Christianity's most appealing no- 
tions: There is no unforgivable sin on 
Earth save the sin of not accepting God 
into your heart. 

Kenneth Kantzer, a theologian afflliat- 
ed with the Trinity Evangelical Divinity 
School in Deerfield, 111., stressed that 
even such comprehensive wickedness as 
exhibited by Dahmer, who murdered at 
least 17, does hot disqualify one from sal- 
vation. 

“The dominant (heme of historic Chris- 
tianity is that God's arms arc open to any- 
one who turns to him,” Kantzer said. 


Theologian William Schweiker of the ; . 
University of Chicago divinity school 
pointed out that spiritual punishment and ' 
forgiveness, common to all monotheistic - 
traditions, should not be confused with the 

-punishmenLandforgivcness.lhat.formjhc, 

-basis of our judicial system 

“Whatever relationship Dnhmer’s soiil ' 
has with the divine is not ours to judge,” ' 
Schweiker said. “And it has no bearing on 
the necessity to have punished him to pre- 
serve political and social order.” 

Or, as one talk-radio caller put it Mon- 
day, “God may forgive him, but the people 

on Earth never will.” . 

Yet you don't even'have to believe in * 
God to see that earthly requirements 
would have been better and more surely > 
served had Dahmer lived out a long life 
cleaning toilets. We'd know where he was, 
and that he .was miserable. 

As it is, we don't know. The afterlife - 
if any - of the soul - if any -- is not our de- 
partment. Celebrating death or systemati- 
cally inflicting it in the name of justice is, 
at the least presumptuous. 

When we dispatch someone to meet his 
maker, after alt, we can’t be sure. His 
maker just may be glad to see him.

between Thailand and Burma. . 

“What we did, the Japanese should 
.not have done,” said Yoshio 
Fukuzawa, 74, weeing before hun- 
dreds of headstones. "I hod no idea 
what happened here.” 

Fukuzawa, who served in a trans- 
portation unit in China during the 


WOT, (earned about his army's atroci- 
ties in this western Thai province dur- 
ing the "Cycle for Peace.” Two dozen 
Japanese veterans from a variety of 
professions arc riding their bicycles 
on a tour of atonement. 

They were met at one cemetery 
.by-a-former-British.prisoncr_qf__ 
“war,~Trcvor“Dakin— 74— who— 
moved to Kanchanaburi eight 
years ago. 

Dakin, a naturalized Canadian who 
lived in Ontario, broke down after 
telling the Japanese of his years of 
abuse under their anny. All around 
him were the graves of Americans, 
-Australians,' Britons,- Dutch and New 
Zealanders, some of them marked 
simply: "A Soldier of the 1939*1945 
War. Known unto God." 

He lecallcd walking the same 
stretch of land to bury the dead 
decades ago. 

“I can't keep doing this. It's killing 
me,” he said through tears. 

Japan has yet to offer a proper apol- 
ogy for the suffering'and provide 
compensation to the victims and their 
families, he said.

BOISE - The Idaho Transportation 
Department has signed an agreement 
with the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
to protect the Idaho bull trout - before 
the fish winds up on the federal cndan-i 
gered species list. 

Bull trout arc a candidate species for 
the list, but slate transportation offi- 
cials and federal. Fish and Wildlife 
authorities have signed a “prclisting 
conservation agreement.” 

According to the transportation 


is the first of its kind in the United 
States. It covers all transportation 
department projects in bull trout habi- 
-tnt. . 

Among other things, the agfeement' 
requires the state to install "bull trout 
friendly” culverts to help migrating 
fish;' poorly designed culverts have 
been identified as a factor in fish mor- 
tality, the department said. 

Though not on the endangered 
species list, the bull trout has been a 
candidate species since 1985. Idaho 
lists the fish as a “species of special 
concern” - but provides no legal pro- 
tection.

Mrs. Fields weathers nutritional' storms to produce lower-fat goodies

She plays it up for the camera, sinking her 
perfect white teeth into a rich“chocolatc 
brownie and beaming with pleasure. 
“Mmm mmm . these a rc so-o - o-o good.*' 

She has a knack for making such treats — 
and selling them — and it has carried her a 
long way. For this is the queen of cookies, 
Dcbbi Fields — Mre. Fields — founder of the 
cookie-store chain that bears her name and 
that’s known to anybody who ever got the 
munchics in a shopping mall. . 

When she visiled Seattle the other day to 
promote her new “Mrs. Fields 1 Love 
Chocolate Cookbook” (Time-Life Books, 
$12.95), Fields came armed with a batch of 
Mother Lode Brownies and proclaimed them 
her favorite recipe from the b^k. 

And she had other news for fans of Utah- 
based Mrs. Fields Cookies; The company is 
. about. to lest-market.frozen cookie dough. in. 
San Francisco supermarkets, for home baking. 
If shoppers take to it there, the dough could 
find its way to supermarkets here and else- 
where. 

Yet if you didn't know who she was, you'd 
never 'connect Dcbbi Fields with cookie dough. 
Forget the image that the name Mrs. Fields 
implies: of a gnty-huired granny baking cook- 
ies fbr neighborhood kids.

Yet, insists thi.s 
mother of five, she 
not only develops 
recipes for the treats 
in her stores and

Her anti-flab arsenal? “Modcrniion” and a 
stationary bike. 

Mrs. Fields stores recently test-marketed 
some lower-fat cookies, but look a hit regard- 
ing them from the Tufts University Diet 
Nutrition Newsletter. The complaint: 
.. Nutritional data was available for the lowcr-fai 
cookies but not the regular ones, so customers 
couldn't icll ifthere was much difTcrencc. 

Tufts sent some cookies otTto be analyzed 
and did find significantly less fat in some of 
the new line ~ although the staff liked the 
highcr-fai cookies a lot better and recommend- 
ed dividing one with a friend. 

All of this left Fields unruffled. Tlic lower- 
fat cookies' market test was “an incredible suc- 


upon request when the new line is reintroduced 
in January. 

. ..Fields.has-Wcathcred.roughec_challcngcs — 
Tlte mid-'80s saw a surplus of malls — sites of 
most of her stores — and business fell off at 
many outlets. With financial disaster looming, 
-Fie!ds-sold.pait-of-thc company.-Shc gave up- 
controlling interest but retains the largest .share 
and is company ehaimian, in charge of market- 
ing and product development. 

Some stores were closed during the troubled 
years, but the company is growing again, with 
franchises and new outlets in stadiums and 
ho.spitals. There arc about 600 stores in the 
U.S. and six foreign countries. 

The Ficldsc.s live in Park City, Utah. (Fields’ 
husband is an economist) where Dcbbi devel- 
ops rceipc.s in her home kitchen, to be near her 
children, ages 3 through 15. When on a book 
tour, she tries to be gone no more than three 
duy.s at n time. 

Fields says she has never tired of baking . 
cookijcs.-or cating-them.- At the moment, her - 
favorite at the stores is Rocky' Mountain 
Mogul. 

As for those Mother Lode Brownies from 
her book, they're topped with caramel, 
maendamia nuts and chocolate chips — 
enmigh to satisfy lovers of the rich and gooey, 
if It hit overwhelming for those who favor sim: 
plieity. As u test in Tlte Seattle Times kitchen 
showed, the caramel can become a bit tough.

Treadwell not kicking himself over misses 


EAST RUTHERFORD. N.J. (AP) — Don't 
use the word slump around David Treadwell. 
Like most kickers around the league, he 


Ihe past. And lately, botched field goals fall 
into both categories. 

Treadwell, who had a spectacular season for 
the New York Giants in 1993 when he hit 25 of 
31 field goal attempts, is struggling, hitting 
three of his last sbven attempts. He missed from 
43 and 34 yards in the rain Sunday against 
Washington. 

“Usually i'll nii.ss u couple and I can get on a 
roll and break out and hit .seven, eight or ten in 
a row and just ride on out of it, ''Treadwell said. 
"This one has been tough because I've missed a 
couple and then I'll make a few and I haven't 
been able to completely break away from it." 

And that’s surprising because Treadwell’s 
78.4 success rate is the third best in NFL histo- 
ry for kickers with 1 00 attempts. 

His season has mirrored the Giants. He start- 


ed out quickly, making eight of his finst nine 
attempts. Then came his slump, which has con- 
tributed to the Giants' recent seven-game losing 

streak.

"The difference between 
the good ones is the ability to bounce back.
